Hi Bob and Gang, 


I own the MFJ-9030, 9040 and 9420 20M SSB rigs and love them all. The CW 
rigs draw approx 1 amp and SSB rigs approx. 2 amps. 


I've owned and used the 9030 for over two years. Power out with 12v gel 
cell is about 3 watts. I bought the 9040 used and was about 2 watts. I 
asked Rick Littlefield (K1BQT, gent who designed the rigs) about power out 
and he suggested I get new caps for output filter which are less lossy and 
will increase power out (older model 9040). MFI sent me the new caps 
pronto. 


The 9420 SSB rig is terrific. I worked at least 15 countries with an 
inverted-v up about 35' with 5W PEP using 12v gel cell while working 
portable QRP from Brooklyn, NYC since last March (probably many more). The 
audio reports are excellent 


A new CW adapter, the MFJ-415B is coming out shortly. This one works with 
both the 9420 and 9440. 


Per K1BQT: IF passband selectivity of these radios is approximately 2.4 kHz 
with reasonably good skirt selectivity. This is wider than the CW radios, 


but adequate for casual CW operation. 


I don't hear much about these rigs on the QRP-L, but perhaps many more 


members perfer to build their own rigs vs. purchasing commercial gear. 


PS... Paul NA5N is extremely knowledgeable on the MFJ CW rigs, infinitely 
more than I. Paul offered me alot of info on the rigs. If you'd like the 
info pls let me know. Not sure if I still have the e-mails outlining many 
excellent mods, but I do have it on paper in my files.

the frequency band and crystal L.O.. The kit includes a P.C. board with 
all the board mounted components and 4 pages of instructions & 
illustrations. Volume control and housing and anything else one would 
want to add are up to the builder. The neat thing about this little rx 
is that it would be a snap to change the XO to a VFO and to change the 
front end to just about any band you would like. I thought it would be a 
great project receiver for beginners, Scouts, experimenting, etc. The 
price is certainly right, IMO. 


I always enjoy stopping and visiting Roger when I'm at TRW. He's a real 
character and fun to chat with.

At QRP levels the same percentage of power will be lost as at QRO, but 
things won't get very hot. 3 dB loss (or whatever) is 3 dB at 1 Watt or 2000 
Watts. Either way only half the power makes it to the antenna.

Hi, gang. 

Just a quick note here. I'll elaborate later. My son Aaron KC7YFR 
and I did a test today. He was staying with grandparents near home. My wife 
Julia N7KWI and I went hiking in the mountains behind Mt. Rainier in 
Washington State. We were 65 miles south of Aaron. We both had NN1G qrp kit 
rigs running 1 watt. We both slung up quick antennas. Aaron used a Hygain 
tape dipole, up 10 feet in the middle and head high at the ends. I used a 
hookup wire dipole with a bananna jack/bnc adapter for the center insulator. 
RG-174/U coax to the rig. Center of my dipole was 8 feet. Ends about chest 
high. 80 meter novice band. 

Sked was for high-noon. We each were concerned that something was 
wrong with the antennas, because there was absolutely NO increase in 
receiver noise when the antennas were connected. Well, high noon and a call. 
WHAM! There he was. Moderate to strong signal, too. 100% copy. Had a chat 
and yanked down the antennas and kept hiking. Bugs were getting vicious, too. 

Here's what I think was happening: As intended, we were using NVIS 
(Near Vertical Incidence Skywave) propagation. Our antennas were necessarily 
low because of short time to erect the antennas. That's fine for NVIS. 20-30 
feet would have been better, but as we see, even head-high antennas work at 
1 watt levels. Total time to erect the trail dipole was 15 minutes. 

Low antennas mean vertical launching. That also means good 
insensitivity to low angle noise from distant storms. Doing the test during 
the day meant that the D-layer would soak up distant signals. That means 
that we had such incredibly low noise that even a 1 watt signal is quite 
useable. The trick here is signal to noise ratio. It is quite good in this 
situation. 

So, why is this important? Can't work DX with this setup. Hmmmm..... 


The value is in absolutely solid contacts from ANYWHERE to a point 
within 100 miles or more. Can't do that with cell phones. Can't do that with 
vhf or uhf. Forget CB. Can't even do what we did with 100 watt rigs! Why, 
you say? Because you can't lug the battery for a qro rig up the trail, 
that's why! We were both using AA alkalines. The entire station, antenna, 
complete battery change, rig, and all, fit in a small camera case. 

Bottom line is that QRP offers more than just bragging rights that 
you can get away with less power than some QRO station. It offers a unique 


capability that no other system can. 

80 meters is absolutely dead in the day. Or, so it seams. It is 
actually quite alive for local (0-100 miles) contacts. True, it is dead for 
dx. But if your goal is a radio that will work reliably out in the sticks, 
or in a disaster situation, and be light enough to easily pack, then QRP is it. 

If you are involved with ARES, RACES, 911, or any other emergency 
service of ham radio, take a look at the new book out by Fiedler and Farmer 
by World Radio Books. It is called NVIS (Near Vertical Incidence Skywave) 
$14 and shipping, I think. It details the Army and National Guard's work 
with this type of communications. 

Feel free to ask questions on this mode of communications. It's 
counter to what most hams are interested in, namely DX. It is sort of, 
Anti-DX, in a way. It takes QRP beyond just "being fun" and into being a 
solid, useful tool for disaster communications, which is the cornerstone of 
of ham radio's charter, and the reason why we have spectrum space. 
Comments?

Hi Alan, the ARRL Antenna Book gives a host of ways to feed and space 
phased verticals. The easiest way is to feed them at zero degrees and 
spaced 1/2WL apart. This means you can build a coax harness for the 
lowest band and it will work on all the bands. With the above phasing 
and spacing, you will gain about 3dB and turn the vertical radiation 
pattern into a figure-8, dipole-like pattern. Non-zero phasing makes 
for frequency dependent lengths of coax good for one band only.

I've been tinkering with acoustic filters over the years, but never tried a 
tumbler. Following your idea, I tried several different ones this weekend, 
using glasses from the xyl's collection in the kitchen cupboards. 


Besides the peak at resonance, I noticed a very extreme high pass 
characteristic. At a frequency somewhat below the peak, audio just flat 
disappeared. Must function something like a waveguide cutoff frequency. Seems 
to be good at reducing low pitched background noise, in addition to giving a 
nice peak. 


With the little speakers, I noticed I had to be careful in picking ones with an 
8 ohm impedance or my QRP Plus wouldn't drive them worth beans. The 3.2 ohm 
ones just gave low distorted audio. 


Anyway, it was fun. Thanks for the idea.

Remember, at resonance, the speaker cone will be driven through 

a much larger excursion, in out movement, for a given power input, 
because its efficiency will be considerably enhanced. Often 
little speakers have restricted "compliance", the range over 
which the cone can physically move before it "bottoms out" and 
damages itself. You can get special high compliance, small 


speakers, they are the ones that have unusual power handling 
ratings for their diameter. The reason the sound gets "louder" 
is because the speaker cone is moving back and forth more for 

a given power input, its efficiency is enhanced. If the back 
resonantor is sealed, it will act as an “air brake" or damper to 
restrict cone movement. 


This is part of the principle of the acoustic 
suspension speaker systems that are so popular. But it also 
restricts efficiency, thus the popularity of 1,000 watt audio 
amps. 


A tuned speaker enclosure that allows a speaker free 
movement and only tunes, or actually anti-tunes, out the 
native wolf note resonance of the speaker, can blow your socks 
off at 3 watts compared to an acoustic suspension speaker blasting 
away at 100 watts or more. A small hole in the rear resonator, 
if it is closed end, allows it to breathe, without damaging the 
Q of the acoustic circuit much. 


Funny, this somehow sounds familiar.... 


Efficient radiators being able to do just fine with three watts 
while others have to blast away with 100 watts?? 


QRP speakers! Who will be the first to get by with microwatt 
audio amps? Does your rig have a higher audio than RF output?

Hi Brad, The open ended design, which has the speaker 
firing into a tube, and out one end, uses a tube 

that is twice as long. The output of this design 

can be from the speaker or the tube end. You have 

at least two options. The closed end design is 

the one I posted. Sound comes off the back of the 


speaker. 


Options: (Pointing the Sound toward you) 

1) Modify a semi-circle around the speaker. 

2) Add a elbow and include it in the Total length calculation, 
with output at the elbow -- possibly Flared end. 

3) Close both ends of the pipe and drill 3/8 inch holes 

in the pve at the speaker end, about 180 degrees, or 

cut a air slot, like a flute to listen out of. 


Good luck! And have fun experimenting.

The impedance of a speaker with a resonating chamber attached could be 
much different from the nominal impedance, notably much lower, 
explaining the drive problems. A comparison with RF on coaxial stubs 
might be clarifying, but let's say it's too late in the evening to 
have a go at that - in Helsinki at least. And it's just an idea I got, 
anyway. Think about it! 


Maybe somebody with a working resonant speaker could attempt 
measuring/estimating the effect? With a dual channel ‘scope and a 
fixed series resistor it shouldn't be difficult.

I left Dos Palos at 7 AM on Thursday to attend my second Ft. Tuthill 
Hamfest. My first visit was last year when I stopped by on my way home 
from Kansas. The Arizona QRPers are among the friendliest hams that I have 
ever met. They made me feel right at home, and I mentioned to Roger 
Hightower that this was an ideal site for a QRP get together for 1997. 

Roger took the hint, and boy did he ever succeed. This years Ft. Tuthill 
hamfest featured the first ever QRP Symposium and QRP Potluck Dinner and 
Cookout. 

I arrived in Phoenix at 12:15 Thursday and I grabbed my bag and was met at 
the front of the terminal by Roger with his camping trailer and truck 
packed to the gills. We exchanged greetings and promptly headed for 
Flagstaff which is about a 3 hour drive to the North of Phoenix. We had a 
very nice visit on the way up and the miles flew by. Soon we arrived at 
the campground and Roger checked in with the officials and got the keys to 
the campground (he had made arrangements for all of the QRP group to camp 
together in the group camping area, which included "HOT SHOWERS!"). 

After setting up camp, Roger took me into town where I met Jim Cates as we 
were staying at the local Motel 6. Of course, Flagstaff has more than one 
Motel 6 and I went to the wrong one. But it was a short 4 block walk to 
the right motel. 

Friday morning Jim and I went to the Hamfest grounds to check out the swap 
meet. We had noticed a very long line of camping vehicles waiting to get 
into the swap area on Thursday afternoon, and they were all set up when we 
arrived at 6:30 Friday morning. The swap is about the size of Livermore, 

TRW, ox Foothill if you are familiar with those events, but as with 


everything else in Arizona, it is spread out over a very large area, so it 
is not crowded at all. The prices seemed to be quite reasonable, I saw the 
following prices: 

Nice HW-8 $80 

Nice MFI9020 $125 

Excellent Argo 509 $285 (This later sold but not for that much. The 
seller also had accessories for $35 each, crystal calibrator, power supply, 
etc. but I don't know what they brought.) 

PM2A $150 Way overpriced in my opinion. It did not sell. 

The bargain of the swap was the guy with the hardware. He had 4-40 screws 
for 5 bags for $1, and there were at least 300 screws in each bag. He had 
6-32 and up hardware for $1 bag, a real bargain. I also heard that he had 
solar panels for $10 each!! 

Bob Hightower, KI7MN, set up a booth as a display for QRP. It quickly 
became the gathering place for QRPers, much the way that the G-QRP booth is 
in Dayton. He had information for joining the various qrp clubs, and also 
had back issues of QQ and other Arci stuff for sale. Bob also brought some 
SD-20 fishing poles and they went very quickly. He also sold several 38 
Specials, many of which went to new QRRers. The booth always had a crowd 
around it, with as many as 30-40 people at times. Several QRPers including 
Bob Hightower, Gary Surrency, Dan Tayloe, Joe "The Vole" Gervais, Jerry 
Haigwood, and Paul Harden had QRP rigs on display. All of the work was top 
quality and drew lots of oohs and aahs. One of the highlights for me was 
the absolutely meticulous work of Gary Surrency and his 38 Special. There 
were many mods in it, but it looked very neat. Excellent job, and Gary has 
promised an article for QRPp on how he built his kit, all of the mods, and 
how to do them. Excellent job. Thank you Bob for providing the booth. We 
apprecite your efforts. 

Cecil Moore gave the first QRP Forum talk on a "Tunerless All Band 
Dipole". What a pleasure it was to be able to listen to Cecil's 
presentation. He gave an excellent lesson on Smith Charts and how to use 
them to design his antenna. He will post a summary of his Forum on the 
web. Dave Yarnes sat beside me at the forum and he was very busy 
explaining all of the grey areas to me. I had no experience with Smith 
Charts, and with Dave's help, I really understood for the first time the 
importance of transmission lead length. Afterwards Dave, Jim Cates and I 
went to dinner and we thoroughly discussed QRP for over 3 hours. 

Saturday was the big day for the QRP talks. Jim Cates and I were the 
first speakers. Realizing that we were in a group of very heavy hitters 
with technical information, Jim suggested that we do a QRP show and tell of 
the various homebrew rigs that we had. Jim held the crowd spell bound for 
30 minutes as he kept bringing more and more goodies out of his bag. He 
also was an instant hit when he gave each attendee a nice 200 uA meter. 

Jim knows how to win an audience. I had the tough act of following Jim who 
thoroughly entertained the audience and had them all laughing. My talk was 
on simple, cheap, gadgets for QRP. They included 2 types of antenna wire 
reels, a simple 10 cent third hand made from a piece of 2x4, 1x2, and 2 
clothspins, the "Bic" Flamethrower backpacking antenna, and the Sacramento 


Vacuum Hose T antenna center insulator. I also showed the prototype 
version of Mike Gipe's Blue Sky Engineering Counter/Clock kit. It isa 
frequency counter/24 hour clock and sells for $34 postage paid!! I want 
you all to know that both Jim and I enjoyed the audience, and that both of 
uS appreciate the opportunity to be invited to speak. 

Chuck Adams was the next speaker and his topic was QRP-L and the Fox 
Hunts. It is amazing to see the amount of growth in the traffic on QRP-L 
the last 4 years, also the amount of activity that the Fox Hunts have 
generated. Chuck also kept trying to get the Arizona Scorpion group to 
give him antenna hints. I heard from a reliable source that the Texas Fox 
Hunt team sent Chuck to this hamfest to steal secrets from Floyd Smithberg 
and the boys. 

Paul Harden brought his scope and signal generator for his talk on how to 
align and tune up your QRP rig. If you haven't read Part 1 of the 
Oscilloscope and How to Use It article in the summer issue of QRPp, you 
must get a copy. It is a classic. Paul expanded on his article, and gave 
all of us a valuable lesson on how to use those underutilized tools. Paul 
Harden is one of those teachers who seems to make time fly by.

He gave several very useful tips and tricks that we can use for next 
year's foxhunt. No, I am not going to tell you what. You should have been 
there. 

Jim Duffy came over with Paul from Albuquerque, and he is a riot. His 
talk was entitled, "Observations on the Performance of Simple Receivers". 
He gathered previously published specs on several QRP and commercial rigs 
from QST, RadCom and The Databook for QRPers. Jim then analyed the 
information and showed how th tQRP rigs compare. His conclusion based on 
the available information was: 


1. Simple receivers are capable of good performance. 

2. They meet the critieria for casual operating, and some approach 
critieria for competitive operating. 

3. The QRP rigs of today compare very favorably to mainstream rigs of 15 
years ago. 

4. Blocking dynamic range is a shortfall in NE602 based rigs and there is 
not an easy fix. 

5. The NE602/MC1350/NE602/LM386 lineup delivers good performance for small 
cost. 


Jim is an excellent speadker and does a great job as a presenter, plus he 
knows a whole lot about his subject matter. This was the first time that I 
had met Jim and he is a very fine gentleman. If you get the chance to hear 
Jim speak, by all means do so. 

Cecil Moore finished the Forums with a repeat of his Friday talk for those 
who missed it. Again, it was very well received. 


Saturday night the QRP group got together for a unique event that was a 
lot of fun and it was all Roger Hightower's idea. We had an old fashioned 
cookout and potluck dinner. Everyone brought their own meat to barbecue 
over the community grill and Roger provided campfire beans. Many of QRPers 
were camping at the site, but there were several of us who were moteling 
it.

Bob & gang, 

The impedance of a speaker with a resonating chamber attached could be 


much different from the nominal impedance, notably much lower, 
explaining the drive problems. A comparison with RF on coaxial stubs 


might be clarifying, but let's say it's too late in the evening to 
have a go at that - in Helsinki at least. And it's just an idea I got, 
anyway. Think about it! 


Maybe somebody with a working resonant speaker could attempt 
measuring/estimating the effect? With a dual channel ‘scope and a 
fixed series resistor it shouldn't be difficult.
